To 540 must be added the 50 pupils 
attending the Kowloon branch opened in 
September, 4917. 

The annnal inspection was held in May. 
The Inspector of English Schools report 
ed the equipment satisfactory, the dis 
cipline very good, and the staff udequato 
acoording to code requirement. During 
the Great War three Brothers and ono 
assistant Master, Mr. G. Bristow, 
responded to their country’s call in the 
hour of need. In his report the Inspector 
of English schools notes that, with tho 
exception of two classcs, where more 
attention to vowel sounds is necessary 
reading was generally very good. Writ- 
ten work was examined in all classes and 
found to be very good except in one olass. 
Jn many classes a high standard is taken, 
iepitially in composition. As in previous 
years, all exercise bool are regularly 
corrected by the Masters and ing, by 
the Director. Test examinations are held 
at stated times during the year, and 
detailed reports regularly submitted to 
the parents of the pupils. 

The results of the public examinations 
were satisfactory. Out of 3] candidates 
who entered for, the Preliminary Oxford 
in 1917, 26 passed) (one with 
honours), In 1918, the examination was 
hold in September. Some of the candi- 
dates from the outports could not be hero 
in time to take it. The results which 
enme to hand last week show that 20 
passed (5 with 3rd class honours). 20 
cundidales were successful in the Junior 
Local. They wero awarded 3 distinctions. 
Out of 31, presented, only 2 failed in the 
English section which comprises dictation, 
Gramniar, composition and literature; 6 
assxd the matriculation, and 6 the

NATION'S THANKSGIVING. 


Reverently, sincerely, a great congrega. 
tion assembled on November 12th to off 
within St. Paul’s their tribute of thanks- 


giving for victory. The King and Queen, [ 


with Princess Mary, the Duke of Con- 
naught, and other members of the Royal 
family, were present. In all the Tong 
annals of “ the Cathedral of the Empire.” 
where for Marlborough's and Welling- 
ton's great deeds of arms a people's 
thankfulness found expression after days 
of stress and anxiety there can have been 
nothing so moving in its deep and simple 
fervour as this service. It is said that 
soon after cight in the morning people 
were waiting before the western doors in 


their cagerness to take part in the solemn 
act of worship.
